e) cutting the tape to form a second removable portion of the tape and a second 
length of tape; 

f) removing the second removable portion of the tape; 

g) stacking the second removable portion of the tape on the first removable portion 
of the tape; and 

h) applying the second length of tape to the glass_ sur face.
